The New Broad Leaf F.ndive Is a 
Fine Summer S.il.ul. 

Grcrn leafy vegetables, which 
supply your family with Vitamin A 
and calcium, include the leaf crops 
which are served uncooked in sal- 
ads. If you like bowl salads, you 
can serve one at least once a day 
without complaint. . 

Many leaves can be used for bowl 
salad, including all the greens 
which are also cooked But our 
chief roll. nice will probably be on 
leaf lettuce and endive, especially 
the form known as escarolle or 
broad leaved endive. 

During hi /t weather we must de- 
pend on escarolle, which takes 90 
days to mature. By sowing a row 
at the same time as the first lettuce 
sowing, we may have it ready in 
midsummer when trouble with* let- 
tuce usually begins. Three sowings 
of endive, made twenty days apart, 
will provide you with daily salad 
leaves until freezing weather. 

The best quality of both broad 
and curly leaved endive is ob- 
tained by giving the plants plenty 
< f i 10m m the row so they mature 
lo. je heads. The leaves grow crisp 
and turn cream colored at the base. 
Newer varieties lack the bitter tang 
which older forms used to have be- 
f ire frost had sweetened them. It 
is no lunger the practice to bleach 
the leaves by tying them up, or 
placing the heads between boards, 
as this reduces the vitamin content 
of the leaves. 

Endive not only stands hot weath- 
er better than lettuce, but it re- 
mains in good condition longer in 
the fall, being improved in quality 
by ixony weather.

French West Africa and Equator- 
ial Africa contain a dozen states 
of varying natural wealth and im- 
portance. 

Next in size to the African bloc 
is French Indochina, scene of con- 
tinuing nationalist struggles for 
increased independence. Over part 
of the region, the government of 
the Viet Nam Republic was rec- 
ognized in D.»4tj. although its 
boundaries and powers are still 
controversial. The old kingdom of 
Cambodia, with its lust Oriental 
background and strange lost civili- 
zations, has received autonomous 
status within the proposed French 
Federation. 

Linked with France also are I 
scattered bits of India: Pondiehery. ! 
Karikal. Yanaon. Ma'ne, and Chan- 
dernagor. An island-hopping tour 
of the South Pacific tinds French ;

New Hebrides>, and assorted coral j 
and volcanic dots and dashes. 

In the West Indie.-. France holds 
Guadeloupe and Martinique, of sin- 
ister volcanic history. In l ( .t(»2. a | 
violent eruption on Martinique! 
wiped out 40,000 people. More than | 
2.IHXJ miles to the north is the 
smallest of the French units. Off 
Newfoundland, the foggy, fishing, 
i.-les of Pierre and M.quelon are a I 
valuable North Atlantic station. | 
though less than 1<*> square miles j 
in area. 

Administrative and other 
changes have been in process in 
France's overseas empire since the 
war. In South America, sultry 
Fnnch Guiana, for instance, is li- 
quidating its notorious penal settle- 



new constitution for Singa- 
now a British Crown Colony 
"separated from the rest of Malaya, 
promises increased self govern- 
ment for the native peoples of this 
famous island and port of south- 
east Asia. 

Singapore rates the "cosmopoli- 
tan"' adjective as much as any spot 
on earth, notes the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Among the poly- 
got crowds that swarm the city's 
streets are Chinese, Malays. In- 
dians, Arabs. Javanese. Burmese. 
Tibetans, English, and Americans, 
Meeting ocean liners in its busy 
harbor tire cargo-laden tramps 
from the end of earth, broad < hin- 
esc junks, and Malay sampans 
with their high, curved sterns and 
bows wearing sinister painted 
eyes. 

People Mostl\ Chinese 

JtlSt north of the equator, off the 
tip of the Malay Peninsula, the 
green, sultry island of Singapore 
is about 25 miles long by 14 miles 
at its widest. Its great port is on 
the southern, open-sea side. 

The British naval base, on-'e 
considered the last word in power- 
ful defense, is on the northern 
shore, where the narrow Johore 
Strait cuts off the island from the 
mainland. It was across this strait 
that the Japanese came in 1942. 

Singapore island had an esti- 
mated 1941 population of about 
three quarters of a million By far 
the majority are Chinese, the re- 
sult of tremendous immigration in 
recent years. Most of them have 
settled in the city of Singapore. 
The next largest group is made up 
of the rurally inclined Malays, fol- 
lowed by the Indian segment. 

To most world travelers. Singa- 
pore means the port city, with its 
silk and jewelry bazaars, its bob- 
i bing rickshas, gilded night spots, 
and ornate temples and mosques 
'dedicated to the numerous East- 
ern gods.

The Japanese oil yield, taken 
from Hokkaido and the main, cen- 
tral island of Honshu, in prewar 
years amounted to annually less 
than the daily output in the United 
State-. Iron ore resourc s also are 
small. Although Japan was Asia's 
leading producer and user of iron 
and steel, it* re-erve- are consid- 
ered completely inadequate to meet 
even normal industrial needs.

WINCHESTER SWIMMERS 
SCORED AT PORTSMOUTH 

Though they brought home no 
first place trophies, Winchester 
swimmers placed in several events 
at the NEAAU sanctioned swim- 
ming meet at Wentworth-by-the 
Sea in Portsmouth last Saturday 
afternoon. 

Rob McGrath, Winchester ace, 
plated in both the 50 yard free- 
style and the NEAAU 440 yard 
freestyle championship event with 
"Wimpy" Burtnett placing third 
in the men's diving. Bob was 4th 
in the 440 after being in third 
place to the very end. 

Blake of Bowdoin edged Mc- 
Grath in the 50 yard final, but it 
was a real photo finish between 
the two. one judge picking Mc- 
Grath for first. When the final 
award of places was made, how- ' 
ever. McGrath was unplaced. 

The Winchester competitors, 
bunched at the finish line, put up 
a real squawk and Coach Helen 
Jay Carroll protested to the of- 
ficials. 

She was at first told off in no 
uncertain terms, but she stuck to 
her tfiins, and finally convinced the 
judges that they had erred in fail- 
ing to place McGrath. After a 1"> 
minute confab, the judges finally 
agreed that Bob was second behind 
Blake, and those who saw the race 
felt he was little if any behind the 
Bowdoin boy. 

The meet on the whole was poor- 
ly officiated, both in timing and 
judging. The competition, however, 
was excellent and the pool a fine 
place in which to compete. 
Through the courtesy of Ben Lev- 
ias. always a friend of Winchester, 
the local girls and boys made the 
trip to Portsmouth in a special 
bus. all by themselves. 

Eighteen went up from Winches- 
ter, only McGrath, Burtnett and 
Barbara Donaghey getting into 
the places.

Dr. Arthur W. Collins announces 
the opening of an office for the 
practice of Optometry at 1 Mt. 
Vernon street, Winchester. 

Or. Collins, formerly of Medford 
and New York City, has been a 
Winchester resident since 1943, and 
is the husband of the former Doro- 
thea O'Melia of Sheridan circle. 
He completed his education at the 
Mass. School of Optometry in 19:14. 
and, in the meantime has been en- 
gaged in the development of equip- 
ment used in the examination of 
the eyes. Prior to the war he was 
on the staff of the Bausch & Lomb 
Optical Company, and after his re- 
turn from service became the vice 
president of Premier Optical Pro- 
ducts. Inc. of New Yoik, a corpor- 
ation that has made several war- 
time developments available to 
general use in the practice of Op- 
tometry. During the war, Dr. Col- 
lins served in the Materiel Division 
of the Navy's Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery, having an active part 
in the development of the Optical 
Units that served the Naval Forces 
at overseas bases and the Spectacle 
Units that served at the Naval es- 
tablishments in the United States. 
Later he was offieer-in-charge of 
the Optical Unit aboard the Navy 
Hospital Ship I'.S.S. Repose which 
was part of the 7th Fleet in the 
Pacific Area. 



Hospital is the place where one 
goes for medical and surgical care 
and for the nursing the modern 
home can no longer offer. 

The admission of the 5u,000th 
patient brings up again the ques- 
tion as t.. just what the Hospital 
means to the town and how deep- 
ly its service affects the lives of 
its residents. When the Star car- 
ried on May .'in and June »'> the re- 
ports of Winchester Hospital ex- 
perience in the Bunnell ami Burn- 
ham families, we asked ourselves 
whether these were typical or ex- 
ceptional. We could give many 
more such reports of family ex- 
perience, but would they be an ac- 
curate picture of the vitality of 
the Hospital service to the welfare 
of Winchester residents? 

In order to arrive at a more de- 
pendable judgment of the Hospi- 
tal's community importance, wo 
have made two separate studies. 
First, we have taken the most re- 
cent list of Winchester residents 
and checked all families anil all in- 
dividuals against the Winchester 
Hospital records. We find that ~>7 
per cent of the families and 3* per 
cent of the individuals have bad 
Winchester Hospital in - patient 
service. That is. almost six fami- 
lies in every ten and four individ- 
uals in every ten living in the town 
have been in-patients in the Hos- 
pital. These figures give fairly 
impressive proof of vital relation- 
ship between Hospital and town in 
Winchester. They do not include 
the very large number who have 
bad out-patient service (accident 
cases, dressings, x-ray studies, 
laboratory examinations) not ne- 
cessitating admission as in-pa- 
tients. 

Secondly, we studied groups of 
families in different parts id' town. 
How does the Hospital affect these 
groups? Take three families liv- 
ing as neighbors in a part of town 
which is largely "white collar". 
Family A. whose head is a profes- 
sional man, consists of father, 
mother and two daughters. The 
father has been in the Winchester 



Hospital twice, once with pneu- ' 
monia and once with an acute res- 
piratory infection. Both daughters 
have parted with tonsils and ap- 
pendix in the Hospital Neighbor- 
ing Family B. with ownership in- 
terest in one of Winchester's man- 
ufactories, has a record of major 
surgery for both father and 
mother. Family C, with national 
retail business connections, con- 
sists of grandparents, parents and 
two children. The obstetrical serv- 
ice of Winchester Hospital has su- 
pervised the advent of both chil- 
dren, has seen the grandfather and 
the mother through pneumonia, the 
grandfather and father and one of 
the children through serious major 
surgery, and has sounded tap- for 
adenoids anil tonsils of both senior 
and junior members of the family. 
The 1-1 members of these three 
families have spent a total of 143 
days in Winchester Hospital. 

In another part of Winchester, 
Families D. E and F of industrial 
workers have sent, respectively, 
three, six and ten members to the 
Hospital. The fathers of Families 
D anil E have had hernia opera- 
tions, and the mothers have had 
care in childbirth and in two cases 
for gall bladder difficulties. The 
younger members have come to the 
Hospital for minor surgery and 
medical care, in one case involving 
The 19 indi- 



viduals of these three families 
have been in Winchester Hosnital 
a total of 225 days. 

This, then, is the procession of 
Winchester residents constantly 
passing through the doors of the 
Hospital, bringing all *oru of 
health problems, and rely ing, Vcar 
by year, more completely upon the 



skill and healing and friendly in- 
terest found witHn those doors.

EXPLOSION IN EDISON 
M \NHOLE 

An explosion in a Boston Edison 
manhole on Cambridge street op 
posite the residence of Mr. Ber 
nard Sweidler, blew the cover from 
the manhole and startled several 
person- in the immediate vicinity. 
A report was gent in to Police 
Headquarters ami Officer Edward 
F. Bowler was sent out to investi- 
gate. 

Witnesses told Officer Bowler 
that the explosion was quite vio 
lent and made considerable noise. 
After the cover had been lifted by 
the force of the blast, a shoe' id' 
flame 'mist from the manhole. In 
support of this statement Officer 
Bowler found tiie earth around the 
manhole to be scorched as if by 
an intense heat. 

The Polic* notified the Edison 
Company of the explosion and 
Motorcycle Officer William Hag- 
gerty remained on guard at the 
manhole until the arrival of repair 
crews to correct the trouble.

The railroads have received 44 "rules' 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen. They say they are 
seeking only changes in working con- 
ditions— not a wage increase. 

More Money For Less Work 

But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and un- 
necessary men to do the same work: 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost. 

For Instance: 

The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains— one full crew for every 
power unit in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled by a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry 4 engineers, 4 firemen, 
4 conductors, and at least 8 brakemen, 
or a total of 20 men instead of 5. 

"Made \Vork"-Sheer Waste 

The Union leaders demand that full- 
length freight trains be cut to about 
half their length, even though such 
trains are most efficient for low-cost 
service to you. This rule would call for 
twice as many locomotives, would 
double the number of trains, and make 
accidents more likely. 

Additional equipment, yards, and 
other facilities required to take care of 
these short trains would cost hundreds 
of millions. What the Union leaders 
really want is to make more jobs. 

The Union leaders demand that when 
a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another class, they 
will be paid not less than a day's pay 
for each class, even though all service 
is performed as a part of the same day 's 




work. 77ie creu- uould get at least two 
days' pay for one day's u ork. 

The Union leaders demand that the 
present basic day for passenger con- 



ductors and trainmen be reduced from 
150 to 100 miles, which would have the 
effect of increasing their pay 50' ",. 
Such a run often takes only two or 
three hours! 

You Can't Afford This Waste 

Demands like these are against the 
interests of the whole American 
people, who depend on railroad serv- 
ice for nearly everything they eat, 
wear and use. 

These rules would cost a billion dol- 
lars annually — a gigantic waste which 
neither the railroads nor the country 
can afford. 

Railroad workers are good citizens 
and good employes, with pride in their 
calling. Their record during the w;ir 
was outstanding. We do not believe 
they fully understand the "featherbed" 
rules which the Union leaders are de- 
manding. We do not believe they 
understand the harmful results which 
these rules would have to the railroad 
industry, to the millions of men and 
women dependent on railroads for their 
livelihood, and to the shipping and con- 
suming public. 

The great strength of America is in 
production— an honest day's work 
for an honest day's pay. 

For only through greater production 
can we hope to stop the steady upward 
surge of living costs. 

Surely, if ever there was a time in 
our history when we needed to uork, 
not waste, this is it.

SCHOOL PHYSICIAN FOUND 
LITTLE COMMUNICABLE 
DISEASE 

Dr. William 1». Barone, school 
physician, found only 1* cases of 
communicable diseases in Winches- 
ter school children during the 
school year 1946-47, an excellent 
finding and one which should 
prove especially pleasing to all 
local parents. 

Dr. Barone's finding was made 
public this week by Superinten- 
dent of Schools Forbes H. Morris, 
who lists some of the highlights of 
the School Physician's report as 
follows ; 

t. Most of tin' major and minor 
defects in Winchester school chil- 
dren in order of frequency are 
found in: teeth, nose and throat, 
posture and feet. Very few of the 
defects are irremediable. 

2. It has been shown that when 
parents are present for the phy- 
sical examination, that 25 per cent 
more children receive medical care. 

3, lUiring the school year 1946- 
17, there were only IS cases of 
Communicable Diseases. (This is a 
very good report). 

1 Among 180 High School stu- 
dents taking chest X-rays, not one 
case of T. B. was revealed. 

5, There were very few moder- 
ately severe and a few low grade 
Athlete's Infection of the Foot. 
Most of these were in the Junior 
and Senior High School boys. 

•!. There were TS pre-school ex- 
aminations in 1947, 

7. All third grade pupils were 
given the Massachusetts Vision 
Tests. (This is a much more ac- 
cmate eye examination than giv-

The tropical Amazon basin, near- 
ly as large as the United States, 
covers more than one-third of 
South America, notes the National 
Geographic Society. It lies largely 
in Brazil, but reaches into Peru, 
Bolivia, Ecuador, Colombia, Vene- 
zuela, and British Guiana. 

Transportation is limited to 
river boats and Indian carriers, 
for fast-growing jungles swallow 
roads and railroads. Rains that to- 
tal as much as 200 inches a year 
make large, low-level areas im- 
passable. Native Indians, number- 
ing only a few hundred thousand 
altogether, arc the only people to 
penetrate much of the land behind 
the rivers.

Natural rubber first entered 
world commerce from wild trees 
of the Amazon basin. Reaching 
a peak export output of 42,000 
tons in 1912, rubber built the fan- 
tastic jungleland boom city of 
Manaus. The Amazon rubber em- 
pire failed soon after. The same 
Brazilian rubber stock grown in 
vast plantations 01 southeast Asia 
exceeded a million export tons by 
1940. 

War Speeded Rubber Research 

Rubber plantations were started 
in 19'27 on the Amazon's Tapajoz 
tributary in Para state. Production 
was still small when the search for 
wild Brazilian rubber was urgent- 
ly resumed during World War It. 
Now the plantations have been 
transferred from their North 
American developers to the Brazil- 
ian government. 

To speed raw rubber by air in 
wartime, landing fields were hewn 
at several points in the forests 
south of the Amazon and west- 
ward to Peru. Planes were flown 
from Belam to Manaus and to air 
depots along the upper Amazon 
and Madeira rivers. Manaus con- 
tinues active as th» center of wild 
rubber collection. 

Hardwoods like mahogany, 
ebony and rosewood are plentiful 
in the forests, as are other com- 
mercial woods, even featherweight 
balsa. Brazil nuts and cocoa beans 
are established exports. Coffee, 
cotton, tobacco, and sugar cane are 
grown in some parts of the Ama- 
zon basin. 

Known mineral deposits include 
gold, iron, manganese, chromium, 
nickel, aluminum. Petroleum re 
serves and the Peruvian odtre of 
the basin are reached by road over 
the Andes fro

Two strikingly different cities, 
Hatavia and Jogjakarta, stand out 
as opposing capitals in the sudden 
clashes between Netherlands troops 
ami Indonesian nationalists. 

On the northwest coast of the 
thickly-settled, tropical isle of Ja- 
va. Hatavia lunjr has been the 
chief outlet for the rich export 
trade of the Netherlands Indies, 
note? the National Geographic So- 
ciety, 

Jogjakarta, situated near the is- 
land's south-central shore, is a een- 
tei of native Javanese life, and the 
capital of the postwar Indonesian 
Republic. Jogjakarta is an inipor 
tant rail and road junction, linking 
Hatavia on the north*-, st and 
Soorabaja. .lava's second city, on 
the northeast. 

Mountain and Jungle 

BataA a and Jogjakarta are sep- 
arated by about 27o miles of 
mou! cam and jungle. In certain 
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physical aspects, however, the dif- 
ferences between the two points 
are as great as those between Ja- 
va and Xetherlands-in-Furope. 

The newer- section- of Ratavia, 
to which the Europeans long ago 
moved from the swampy, un- 
healthful Old Town, in many ways 
aie like a Netherlands town trans- 
planted to the tropical East. 

Bright tiled bungalows rise amid 
green, luxuriant gardens. There 
are broad Streets and substantial 
government buildings anil homes, 
including Republican headquarters 
taken over by the Netherlands au- 
thorities in th, first operations of 
the present conflict. The exten- 
sive naval base and military and 
commercial flying fields have been 
rehabilitated since the ousting of 
the Japanese, 

Kept Javanese Flavor 
Jogjakarta sometimes spelled 
Djokjakarta, or l>j"kja for short— 
v, a- noted, »u the other hand, for 
retaining its ancient Javanese cus- 
toms and flavor, t'levvar visitors 
thronged then to study the tradi- 
tional dances, to attend the color- 
ful theater and musical festivals, 
to see the public markets and ha 
zaars, Jogjakarta has been a cen- 
i i for native arts and crafts, spe- 
ciali'/.iliM m fine metal and leather 
work, and in the delicately design- 
ed batik sarongs worn by both men 
and women. 

Before the Japanese occupation 
of the islands, Jogjakarta had a 
population of nearly 140,000, com- 
u ith more than half a tnil- 
Ruta\ ia.

Green Prnper" Turn Red or Orange 
As They Ripen, 

A few plant- uf sweet popper.-, set 
out in the garden after danger of 
fn st is over, will give big returns 
for th- space they occupy, They 
are among the richest of vegeta- 
bles in vitamins A and C and can 
be served raw m salads and cooked 
in n. any appetising ways, 

Early varieties can bo grown 
from seed sown outdoors, after the 
ground warms up. but it is better 
tu start plants indoors or buy them 
in the market. The plants are very 
tender, and should not be set nut- 
doors until it is safe for tomatoes. 

Space the plants 18 inches apart 
in the row and give them frequent 
cultivation. They like a rich, heavy 
-oil. but thrive in lighter soils if 
given plenty of water. The pepper 
is one plant which likes a bath now* 
and then; it can be washed off with 
the hose and will thrive the better 
for it. 

They grow rapidly and once they 
begin to bear they continue to pro- 
duce fruit until frost kills the plants 
in the fall. A dozen plants will usu- 
ally be sufficient fur a family o£ 
four. They have a lung season dur- 
ing which they are in g od condi- 
tion; the d lor changes from green 
to red and the vitamin A content 
increases with, this change. Th.2 
rid peppers are highly decorative, 
and there are also attractive orange 
varieties. 

Tbe only insect likely to attack 
peppers is a tlea beetle, which can 
be discouraged by spraying or dust- 
ing with nicotine or D D T. There 
are no diseases Likely to bother. 

Hot peppers are seldom grown in 
gardens, but if you wish to try them 
the same general cultural methods 
Will suffice.

Communism i- a state of mind 
and simply cannot be defined as an 
ideology, Anyone in this country, 
wondering if Communism is some- 
thing they would like, has a very 
simple way to find out, if Russia 
would allow it. go there and live! 
Perhaps we could arrange a new 
sort of "reciprocal immigration 
and emigration treaty" with Rus- 
sia, trading in a communtstically- 
minded American for a Russian, 
who might like to try America;

in a Professor" ol two. 

We often hear politicians -ay the 
"government'- money." Well, the 
only money government ever has 
comes through taxes from the peo- 
ple. Thus, when any person in 
America gets anything "free" 
from government, that person is 
really taking it from other people. 
Very often taxpayers ate only too 
willing to have their taxes used to 
help out the less fortunate; but it 
is not government's money. It is 
"taxed" money and it is now time 
that people, getting help through 
the taxpayer-' money, (whether in 
America or anywhere in the world) 
understood that this help is "cha- 
nty" and not something due them. 
Tlu world owes not ody a liv.ng. 
All people and all countries, hav- 
ing a communistic state of mind, 
will in time — learn this fact. 

There is no easy way or magic— 
no "Abundant Life"— except in po- 
litical speeches. Work, Education, 
Thrift. Honesty, real Democracy, 
and, occasionally, luck, are the on- 
ly paths to Independence. False 
leaders get and keep their jobs by 
promising otherwise. 

It is also widl to watch the 
Words of those who wish to lead. 
They say "Capital and Labor." It 
i- nally "Management and La- 
bor" for every person in Ameri- 
ca, who has life insurance, hank 
accounts, stock- and bonds, in fact 
anything, has an interest in some 
American business. Very few large 
corporations are controlled by a 
few people, They have millions of 
stockholders many more stock- 
holders than workers.

The rugged, rock-bound isle, 
swept treeless by fierce gales off the 
Atlantic, is now the home of about 
250 persons. The one-street village 
is called Threld, but it-^ Gaelic 
name signified ''the great city." 
Many older people still speak 
Gaelic. Here silversmiths repro- 
duce ancient Celtic designs. 

Because of its unique position in 
Scottish chronicles and in the 
church history of the British Isles, 
hundred- of visitors come to tons 
annually.

I'tmagc down 
through the Middle Ayes, "the 
Mecca of the Gael." To the island 
came aged and infirm that they 
might die and be buried in its hal- 
lowed greund, Ike Scotland's roy- 
alty. 

Out.-de of the Holy Land- and 
the Vatican, few places have more 
early church history to the square 
foot. lona was headquarters of 
Columns who, with his mission 
band of a dozen Irish monk- and 
their successors, Christianized th? 
neighboring islands and Scotland. 
Its branch at Lindisfarne sent mis- 
sionaries into England. 

Uth Cenlury Chapel 

In 1503 Columba built on lona 
hi* monastery, later destroyed by 
Norse invaders. Repeatedly re- 
constructed, it became a Benedic- 
tine Order house about 1200. Ruins 
of the nunnery include the chan- 
cel, nave, and parts of the vaulted 
roof of the chapel. Its most re- 
cent tomb is that of the prioress 
who died in 1543, The medieval 
convent's charter is preserved in 
the Vatican. 

St. Grin's Chapel in the ceme- • 
terv is lona's oldest structure. 
With its high gables, this 30-by- 
lf! foot chapel was built in the 
11th century on the original site 
of St. Columba's church, the first 
Christian church of Scotland. St. 
Oran was one of St. Columba's 
missionaries. 

Older than the chapel is St. Mar- 
tin's Cross. 14 feet high, and or- 
namented with sculptured figures. 
Some consider Maclean's Cross 
still older — possibly the oldest 
Christian, monument in Britain.

The reported evaluation of As- 
uncion hy the Paraguayan govern- 
ment has brought civil war to a 
400-year old capital which ha< <een 
most of the dramatic event- of a 
turbulent national history. 

Founded m 15:57, Asuncion has 
been Paraguay's administrative 
seat through both the Spanish- 
colonial era and the pstahlishnieftt 
id the modern republic, says the 
National Geographic Society. 

The city, with its tropica 
dens and many plazas, its 
bushes and avenues lined 
fragrant mange trees, normally 
one of Latin America's most color- 
ful capitals. 

Deep-Inland Port 
Asuncion is the chief port of a 
landlocked country whose main 
traffic arteries flow with two great 
rivers, the Paraguay and the Pa- 
rana. A 1000 miles' from the sea. 
the city stand- beside the Para- 
guay, at the point where this riv- , 
er enters Argentina after cutting 
across the Paraguayan heart-land, i 
About 190 miles upstream is the 
smaller port-city of Concepcion. 
The latter town was rebel head- 
quarters before government forces 
recently took it over, while anti- 
government troops moved on to 
Asuncion. Pilar, the government's 
emergency capital, is about 12."> 
miles below Asuncion on the Para- 
guay. 

With more than 100,000 inhabi- 
tants, peacetime Asuncion is the 
nation's social and cultural as well 
as financial and commerical cen- 
ter. Most of it- important build- 
ings were constructed less than a 
century ago. giving it a modern 
appearance despite its great age. 
Indian Flavor Strong

The Board of Park Commissioners of the Town of Winches- 
ter, acting under the authority conferred by Section "> of < hapter 
•to of the General Laws, and by virtue of any and every other en- 
abling power, do hereby make, adopt and establish the following 
rules, orders and regulations for the regulation of vehicles and 
the use of vehicles or ways within their control, and for the use 
of parks and playgrounds under their control, hereinafter re- 
ferred to collectively as •'Rules".

Authority and Duties of Police 

Section 1. POLICE TO DIRECT TRAFFIC —It shall be the 
duty of officers as hereinbefore defined to enforce the provisions 
of these rules. 

Section 2. OBEDIENCE TO OFFICERS -No persons shall 
lawfully fail or refuse to eomplj, with any lawful order or direc- 
tion of an officer as defined in Article 1 relating to the direction, 
control or regulation of traffic. Any person acting in conformity 
with any such order or direction shall be relieved of the observ- 
ance of any provision of these rules with which it conflicts. 

\ RTICLE III 
Stopping. Standing or Failing 

Section 1. GENERAL PROHIBITION - No person -hall 
park or stop or stand any vehicle, whether for tin purpose of 
loading or unloading or for any other purpose except temporari- 
ly where necessary to avoid conflict with any other vehicles or 
with pedestrians or to comply with a command of an officer or an 
indication of a traffic sign. 

Section 2. PARKING PROHIBITED ON CERTAIN 
STREETS i OR WAYS* Parking is hereby prohibited at any 
time upon certain streets and parts of streets as follows:

Aug. 1, found the 
Aimy An Forces carrying on a 
well-established tradition for ad- 
vancing scientific knowledgi 
fecting aviation, notes the 
tiona! Geographic Society. 

The persistence of past 
present leaders of the Army'; 
arm has spurred civilian as we 
military technicians. It has 
tened such far-reaching advances 
as ground-to-air radio communica- 
tion (1914), the reversible and va- 
riable pitch propeller (1919), 
blind instrument flying, the radar 
altimeter. 

Currently, results of a dozen in- 
dividual projects in physics and 
astronomy affecting aviation are 
being studied by the score of top- 
flight American scientists of the 
Army Air Forces-National Geo- 
graphic Society 1947 Solar Eclipse 
Expedition to Brazil. 

Eclipse Furnished Data 
Some of the projects concern 
the sunspot cycle, varying da>- 
light intensity, cosmic rays, long- 
distance radio communication, and 
precise calculation of time and 
tides. To enable the scientists to 
gather their data at the time of 
the eclipse. May 20, the expedi- 
tion sponsors set up and main- 
tained a camp in the Brazilian 
highlands from early March. 

Further knowledge about the 
cosmic rays which bombard the 
earth from outer space has been 
contributed as a result of research 
in which the Army Air Forces, the 
National Geographic Society, and 
the Barto) Research Foundation of 
Swarthmore. Pa., co-operated. 

This project, carried out by 
equipping a B-29 a- a flying labo- 
ratory, roamed the skies of the 
two American continents between 
May and August, 194H. It was the 
first systematic and continuous 
recording of cosmic ray intensity 
at selected altitudes over a 70-de- 
gree range of latitude. 

Stratosphere Record Stands 
An epic exploration of a dozen 
years ago was the National Geo 
graphic Society-Army Air Corps 
Stratosphere Flight of the world's 
largest balloon to the greatest 
height ever attained by man. On 
Nov. 11. 1935, the Explorer II 
lifted Captains Albert W. Stevens 
and Orvil A. Anderson in an air- 
sealed metal gondola from the 
Stratobowl near Rapid City, South 
Dakota, to a height of IU.71 miles. 

From this flight, useful infor- 
mation was gained on balloon de- 
sign and balloon fabric, on the 
new dow-metal of the gondola, on 
the functioning of liquid air and 
radio equipment at extraordinary 
elevations. 

From the ton id' instruments 
carried aloft, scientists obtained 
the first records of "bursts of en- 
ergy" from atom disruption by 
cosmic rays up to the 13, 71-mile 
level, the first values for tin- elec- 
trical conductivity of air between 
five and 13.71 miles up, and many 
other "firsts".

The scener- on the line of the. native village remains. 
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Akutan, the Aleutian Island 
where a volcano was reported in 
active eruption. was a great 
whaling center until the discovery 
of petroleum gradually curtailed 
the demand for whale oil, says the 
National Geographic Society. 

A century and more ago there 
were seven settlements along Aku- 
tan's const. More than •'■0(1 Aleuts- 
lived on the island, which was then 
a whale-hunter's paradise. 

These Aleuts were descendants 
of native whale hunters who for 
generations had pursued the whale 
in primitive fashion, their wooden 
lames tipped with blades of vol- 
canic glass or stone. The whale 
was not killed by their spears but 
by poison on the blades. 

The whale would "sound" upon 
being struck and would seek the 
lower depths of the north Pacific. 
When it died and was cast up on 
the shore later, the whale became 
the property of the killer, who was 
identified by the lance. 

Until recent years a modern 
whaling station was in operation 
on the shores of Akutan harbor. 
Modern whaling methods con- 
trasted with those of the early res- 
idents. Steamships fired harpoons 
bearing time bombs that exploded 
inside the whale. The harpoons 
became firmly fastened by metal 
barbs that expanded on entering 
the body. A long line was attach- 
ed to the harpoon, and the whale 
was pulled in by means of a steam- 
winch. 

Akutan Island is nine miles 
northeast of Cnalaska Island. Its 
whale- hack mountain rises to a 
volcanic peak 4,1 On feet high a 
little west of the island's center. 
This active volcano has its dor- ~ 
man; periods. Two -mall deep ^MMMMW^M^ 
lakes have filled old craters. Thir- 
ty years ago its activity took the 
form of bomblike explosions about 
eight minutes apart. 

Bold cliffs line the coast, except 
at a few points where there are 
beaches.

abandoned prison, the present post- 
office. The island had been a Bri- 
tish penal colony before the 
"Bountineers" were brought there 
in 185*; from their overpopulated 
Pitcairn Island home. 

Less than 1000 people dwell on 
the sub-tropical isle. Quintal. 
Christian. Nobbs, and Buffet are 
the most common family names- 
all names from the crew of the 
Bounty, except for Nobbs, who 
joined the Pitcairn colony later. 

Horses, cattle, sheep, pigs, and 
chicken^ fend for themselves. Sea- 
birds provide the islanders with 
plenty of eirirs. Coconuts, peaches, 
lemons, grapes, and guavas grow 
wild. Native pine provides housing 
material. 

The well-watered, fertile soil and 
balmy climate assure abundant 
crops of beans, potatoes, bananas, 
oranges, strawberries, pineapples, 
passion fruit, an«l papaws. Such 
exports, with whale oil. bring the 
islanders cash for tea, sugar, and 
tobacco. 

What free land is left is reserv- 
ed for the hundred and more vet- 
erans returned from World War II. 
The Royal New Zealand Air Force 
garrisoned the island during the 
period of hostilities. 

There is a weekly motion picture 
show. Two years ago "Mutiny on 
the Bounty" played to a full house. 
'"Bounty Day" is celebrated annu- 
ally. 

The village 'if Kingston is the 
principal shipping and shopping 
center and the home of the Aus- 
tialian administrator. Because of 
Kingston's unprotected h a r b o r, 
Cascade Landing on the north 
shore is occasionally used.

United Nations membership for 
San Marino, which has taken pre- 
liminary steps toward application, 
would add to the organization a 
• to' vhook land on a mountain top. 
a country-within-a-country, the 
smallest republic in the world. 

Surrounded by Italian territory, 
the medieval towers and battle- 
ments of San Marino rise from 
Mount Titanus. notes the National 
Geographic Society. The republic- 
has an area of only 88 square 
miles— little more than half that 
of the District of Columbia — and a 
population of about 15,000 people. 
Vet behind it lies a tradition of 18 
centuries of statehood. 

Founded bj Stone ( utter 

Legend-shrouded accounts tell of 
its founding by the Christian stone 
cutter, Marino, who during the 4th 
century sought there solitude and 
repose. On his death, the mountain 
- which had been presented to him 
hy a Christian-convert admirer- 
was passed on to his followers, to 
be ''free from every other inan." 

San Marino's strategic location 
as a natural lookout along north 
Italian traffic routes, however, 
made this too valuable a spot toes- 
cape trouble. Though Napoleon 
spared it on his Italian earnpaignr, 
the little state from time to time 
has been drawn into conflict. 

Late in 1943, after the Italian 
surrender in World War II, ar- 
mored Nazi cars moved into San 
Marino. When British forces ap- 
proached nearly a yeai later, the 
occupied republic declared war on 
Germany. 

I p-and-Down Life 

Geographically, the people of 
San Marino lead an up-and-down 
life in their steep country. W hite 
farmhouses and parish churches, 
along with sharp-roofed medieval 
towns, appear to be climbing to- 
ward the rocky summits. 

Clinging to the higher slopes is 
the capital. San Marino, with its 
massive gates, narrow streets, and 
turreted stone building.-. A statue 
of Liberty stands in the Piazza 
riella Liberia. T'le government 
palace, a modern structure of 14th 
century architecture, contains a 
bust of Abraham Lincoln a re- 
minder of the honorary citizenship 
conferred on the American presi- 
dent in 1861, 

The stone foundation t)f San 
Marino, in which both the history 
and physical being of the nation 
are rooted, offers a leading means 
of livelihood, as it did in ancient 
times. Resides building stone, wine 
and cattle also are exported— along 
with the famous postage stamps, 
whose variety and vividness long 
made them of interest to collectors. 

San Marino is governed by a 
council of W members, elected by 
popular vole. From this body two 
leaders are appointed every six 



months to serve as captain-re- 
gents. Although political parties 
follow modern trends, medieval 
pageantry, with gold braid, plumed 
hats, ami fancy costumes, still col- 
ors the republic's state ceremonies.

From the lowly shrimp came the 
name Camcroons for the one-time I 
German colonial wedge of tropi?al 
Africa divided between France and 1 
Great Britain after World War I. 
Both Allied powers have now pro- 
posed United Nations trusteeships' 
for their respective League-man- 
dated portions <>f Cameroons and 
Togoland ptt the Gulf of Guinea 
c>ast. 

A Portuguese navigator dubbed 
the region five centuries ago 
when he found camaioes (shrimps) 
abundant near where the port of 
Douala now stands, in the wide 
mouth of the river that empties 
into the Gulf's northeast corner. 
The colony was Kamerun to the 
Germans, is Cameroun to the 
Flench, notes the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Like neighboring colonies along 
the south coast of Africa's big 
western bulge. Cameroon^ consists 
of fertile but oppressively humid 
and unhealthful coastal lowlands 
ami wild interior uplands. On 
lowland plantations, cacao, coffee, 
bananas, spices, peanuts are 
grown. Rail and motor roads lead 
to the docks at Douala. 

Back in the plateaulands, roads 
are few. They pass through occa- 
sional native villages, ruled in 
some instances by sultans com- 
plete with flowing white and gold 
robes, palaces, gardens, harems, 
1 on. piece orchestras, cavalry 
guards, ami similat appurtenances. 

Away from the motor roads in 
the Cameroons hinterland is Africa 
at its near-wildest- grassy plains 
and open forests in which dwell 
primitive tribes, herds- of ele- 
phants, and the full range of wild 
animals from lions to small mon- 
keys. 

The colony exploited by the Ger- 
mans for three decades prior to 
World War 1 was almost as large 
as their homeland, bordering Ni- 
geria for Too miles from the Gulf 
of Guinea northeastward to Lake 
< 'had. Early in Woi Id War 1. Brit 
ish and French forces combined at- 
tacks on German garrison towns 
to gain Kint red of the Cameroons. 

At Versailles, a western strip of 
the colony, adjoining Nigeria, was 
mandated to Great Britain. It has 
been administered as a part of Ni- 
geria by the British since 1919. 
The remaining five-sixths — 166,000 ' 
square miles was mandated to 
France. 

The French setup courts, estab- 
lished schools, put natives in some 
administrative positions. Thev 
built hospitals ami trained native 
doctors and nurses to combat fever 
riiseases that had lone; been the 
scourge of the lowland areas. They 
expanded cacao and coffee produc- 
tion and made their colony virtu- 
ally self-supporting. 

They moved their capital east- 
ward from Douala into the health- 
ful uplands at Yaounde. They 
planted cinchona trees which ma- 
tured just in time to yield quinine 
in 1942 when the supply from the 
Fast Indies was cut off. Their ad- 
ministration won native favor, and 
paid off in loyalty when Free 
France (later Fighting: Fiance) 
was organized in Africa in 1940.

Tin- li-t is circulated from hand 
to hand with those participating 
erroneously believing that in re- 
fraining from sending the list 
through the mail they will avoid 
violating Section 2Di of the L*. S. 
Criminal Code, 

The Post Office Department 
pointed out today that all) person 
participating in this scheme either 
directly or indirectly is subject to 
criminal prosecution for using the 
mails in furthering a lottery. The 
transmission of the $2 by mail 
without the chain letter list, the 
Post Office Department said, con- 
stitutes a violation of the Postal 
Law- and Regulations.

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James B racket t Lord of 10 
Pine street, president of the Bos- 
ton Varnish Company and widely 
known in paint manufacturing 
circles, died Monday forenoon, 
Aug. 'iU, at the Winchester Hos- 
pital, after a short illness. He 
entered the hospital the preced- 
ing Thursday for treatment of a 
stomach ulcer which finally af- 
fected his heart. 

Mr. Lord was the son of James 
William, and Helen A. (Hark) 
Lord. He was born May 20, 1869, 
in Kennebunk. Me., and spent his 
early life there, being educated in 
The Kennebunk school? and at 
Kennebunk High School. 

Soon after his graduation he 
entered the employ of the Car- 
penter Morton Co., at that time 
one of the prominent paint manu- 
facturing and chemical houses in 
the east. He first traveled for 
the concern in Maine. New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont, but within a 
few years he became president of 
The firm, and it was while serving 
in this capacity that he founded 
the Boston Varnish Company 
about 50 year- ago, buying out 
the old Richardson Varnish Com- 
pany which had a small factory in 
Everett. He was soon obliged to 
resign from the Carpenter Mor- 
ton Company to devote hi* full 
time to the new business. 

Under bis leadership the Bos- 
ton Varnish Company prospered 
and progressed, both in volume 
• it' business and number id' pro 
ducts manufactured. It is now 
recognized a 1 - one of the largest 
and best known independent man- 
ufacturers of nationally advertis- 
ed paints and varnishes, doing 
a business of several million dol- 
lars yearly. Plant facilities have 
been enlarged and employees in- 
creased to some 200, while Boston 
Varnish products are sold in ev- 
ery stiite of the Union and in 
many foreign countries.

Winchester's intolerable hot 
spell was broken Tuesday after- 
noon by an electrical storm ac- 
companied by a terrific downpour 
of rain, bn-aking- all comparable 
records of the Water Department. 

Sup:. Hairy W. Dotten report- 
that inches of rain fell in half 
an hour for the heaviest fall he 
has witnessed in his many years 
with the Water Department. 
Winchester incidentally had the 
heaviest rain that was reported. 

Around the center sidewalks 
were awash with water reaching - 
from buildings at one side of the 
street t those on the other. Ver- 
itable lakes were on Main street 
in front of Filene's, in the center 
at the northerly railroad crossing, 
on Mt. Vernon street from Con- 
verse place to the Town Hall and 
elsewhere about town. Main streets 
were full of debris washed down 
by the floods from the sidehills, 
and washouts were reported on 
Bacon street at the easterly end 
of the stone bridge over the river, 
n Grove place, on Hill street near 
Main street, at Bridge and Elm 
streets, on Forest street, Loring 
avenue, and on Highland avenue 
at Kenwin road. 

Force of water lifted manhole 
and catch-basin covers at many 
places about town, especially at 
Main and Mt. Pleasant street* and 
at Mystic avenue and Maxwell 
road. Behind the town hall water 
gushed from a drain vent two 
feet or more in height. 

Many buildings around the cen- 
ter were flooded, including the 
National Rank ami Filene's. The 
Fiie Department went with squee- 
gees to assist in getting the water 
out of the latter basement. 

Many private roads in the west 
side hill district were reported 
Wednesday morning as virtually 
impassable, due to damage d me 
by floods, and many private gar- 
dens were badly damaged by the 
water and heavy rainnfall. At the 
home of Mr. Vincent L. Scanlon, 
S Winslow road, water carried 
away the back wall of his ga- 
rage and Ken Hall states that the 
flood waters did his garden no 
particular good.

Anyone, expert or 
layman, looking at' the two prop- 
erties, would say that the "fair 
■ash value" of A's property was 
greater than B's. Yet it costs B. 
owning a less valuable taxable as- 
set than A. more money to live in 
Winchester. Why'.' 
, C .has owned bis property in 
Winchester since 1929. His assess- 
ment remained at $9400 from 1929 
through 1946. In 1940 C sold his 
property to I) for $14.<m>o. I n 19-17 
the Assessors increased the assess, 
ment on this property to $9900. If 
(' continued to own the property 
in 1947, his assessment would have 
remained at $9400. Thus, it costs 
D, owning the same taxable asset 
as ('. more money than (' to live 
in Winrhester. Why? 

X, in 1947. put his property on 
the market for $20,000. X has 
owned this property for many 
years and it has been and is now 
assessed for $8,000. Y. a rent-pay- 
ing resident of Winchester, offers 
X $18,000 for the property but this 
offer is not accepted. X withdraws 
his property from the market and 
continues to pay taxes on a "fail- 
cash value" of #S,00ll. Yet. if Y 
had purchased the property, the 
Assessors would have jumped its 
"fair cash value" to $12,800 and 
it would cost Y, owning the same 
taxable asset as X. more money to 
live in Winchester Why '.' 

These are examples of the in- 
equitable enforcement of the tax 
laws confronting new and pros- 
pective home owners in Winches, 
ter, Many of these people have 

been told hy the Assessors that 
abatements will not be granted. 
Some who filed early applications 
tor abatement have receiver! no- 
tices from the Assessors denying 
their applications No doubt, if 
the Assessors aie able to act on 
tin- remaining- applications for 
a! at( ment, denials id' these appli- 
cations will come in due course. 

ft is not :l good defense to this 
charge of unfairness to say that 
Assessors in almost #11 of the cities 
and towns i n Massachusetts are 
doing the same thing. The Boston 
Board of Assessors is not, and has 
publicly stated that "the local 
(Boston) Assessors have not felt 
it was justified in taking the high 
purchase price as an index to the 
assessed valuation." Reports indi- 
cate that Arlington. Medford. Mel- 
rose, Cambridge ami many other 
cities and towns are not penalizing 
new home owners, and thai gener- 
ally in cities and towns where as- 
sessments have been increased, 
they were increased en all proper- 
ties in proportion to their "fair 
cash value" am) not just on prop 
erties involved in recent sales 

Applications f,,,- abatement of 
real estate taxes must be tiled l>\ 

Oct 1st A taxpayer's failure to 
tile an application on or lief ore this 
■ late may terminate his right to 
seek an abatement of his 1 i» 47 tax 
If the Board of Assessors denies 
the application or fails t,, ; „ t upon 
it within a certain period of time, 
the taxpayer has an additional 
period of time in which to appeal 
from the Board's action or failure 
to act. 

A taxpayer's remedies against 
the actn n of the Board of Assess- 
ors can be pursued along- any one 
of the following courses:

infant was usually stillborn or sur- 
vived birth by only a short time. 
Eight years ago the veil of mys- 
tery was partially lifted by the 
discovery of certain new facts 
about human blood. Various as- 
pects of the condition had been 
recognized for many years and had 
been called by many different 
names. In VX',2 Hlackfan and Dia- 
mond at the Children's Hospital 
gave a clear picture of these vari- 
ous aspects and named the condi- 
tion erythroblastosis foetalis. The 
cause of the disease was, however, 
totally unknown. 

In the course of a study of 
deaths due to transfusion reac- 
tions, it was found that many of 
these deaths had occurred i n 
mothers who had triven birth to 
one or more anemic babies. Fur- 
ther study showed that these indi- 
viduals had no Rh factor in their 
blood. This Rh factor had been 
discovered in the early 1900's lie- 
fore the discovery of the much 
more important blood types. It was 
called Rh factor because the blood 
cells of the Rhesus monkey were 
used in the investigation, No one 
realized for more than 40 years 
that this factor had any clinical 
significance as the subsequent dis- 
covery of the various blood types 
explained most transfusion reac- 
tions. 

With the discovery of the im- 
portance of the Rh factor many 
h i t h e r t o mysterious situations 
could be explained. It was found 
that 85'; of the white race have 
the Rh factor in their blood and 
]">''< do not. Quite naturally, the 
8-V; ;u-e called Rh positive and the 
l.V; Rh negative. Both types be 
lonif to normal healthy human 
beings. When, however. Rh posi- 
tive blood is given to an Rh m-ira- 
tive individual, that person de- 
velops in his blood an antibody for 
Rh positive blood, so that when- 
ever his blood comes in contact 
with Rh positive blood, the Rh pos- 
itive blood cells clump together 
and arc destroyed. The transfusion 
reaction deaths are caused by these 
clumped cells blocking up the kid- 
ney of the recipient. These trans- 
fusion reactions may be prevented 
bj being certain that an Rh nega- 
tive pei son receives only Rh nega- 
tive blood. 

Blood is always tested for Rh 
factor when it is typed. Rh. posi- 
tive persons are not harmed by Rh 
negative blood, but Rh negative in- 
dividuals must not be given Rh 
positive blood. The search for Rh 
negative donors (i.v, of the gen- 
eral population) of proper blood 
type is sometimes difficult, and to 
avoid delay which niiirht be fatal, 
depots of stored blood have been 
established by various hospitals 
and more recently by the Common- 
wealth. The Winchester Hospital 
is always prepared to supply such 
blood when needed for transfusion. 

This j s relatively simple, but the 
problem of the anemic baby is not 
so easily solved. The blood of these 
babies iff destroyed by the anti-Rh 
in the mother's blood. Obviously 
Rh positive mothers will have no 



trouble. Similarly. Rh negative 
babies will be safe. To develop this 
disease we must have an Rh posi- 
tive baby in an Rh negative 
mother. Even then, very fortunate- 
ly, the disease develops only in a 
small percentage of cases when the 
Rh negative mother has developed 
ar,ti-Rh blood in her blood stream. 

How then does the mother de- 
velop anti-Rh V The answer is ll) 
if .-he has received Rh positive 
blood by transfusion or injection,' 
or (2) if due to some unusual and 
poorly understood situation, there 
is enough mingling of the baby's 
Rh positive blood with her blood 
to initiate the development of anti- 
Rh. By watching for and measur- 
ing the anti-Rh in the mothers' 
blood we can predict with some 
assurance of anemia in the baby. 
Provided that the baby has reached 
a stage of growth compatible with 
survival, early delivery and prompt 
transfusion of the baby with Rh 
negative blood will save a good, 
many babies. The Winchester Hos- 
pital is fully equipped to take 
proper tare of these patients. Al- 
though in some cases the disease 
occurs at such an early stage of 
the baby's life development that 
its life cannot be saved, the Win- 
chester Hospital has been very for- 
tunate — since the initiation of 
these procedures — in having lost 
no babies with erythroblastosis.

In 1921 the school was 
taken over by the City of Boston 
as a training school for teachers 
of manual arts, Mr. Sandberg con- 
tinuing as director and at the 
same time becoming associate di- 
rector of Manual Arts for the Bos- 
ton School system. 

He -| ent the summer of 1915 in 
Santa Barbara. Gal., establishing a 
manual training school for the 
State of California, and he had in- 
vitations to estabish similar 
schools from several foreign gov- 
ernments, including those of Mex- 
ico and Canada. During the 50 
years he spent in the field of Man- 
ual Aits he built an international 
reputation as a teacher and an au- 
thority in this field. His gradu- 
ate study included work at Mass. 
Institute of Technology. Harvard 
and Boston University. 

Aside from bis actual teaching 
and supervisory school work, Mr. 
Sandberg was active in social 
work in Boston, establishing sev- 
eral occupational therapy shops 
like the one now maintained by 
the Tuberculosis Association of 
Boston. During World War I he 
played a prominent part in estab- 
ishing a school of occupational 
therapy for the training of nurses 
working with war casualties. He- 
was an honorary member of the 
Association of Teachers of Indus- 
trial Arts. 

In Winchester Mr. Sandberg 
was for several years active in the 
Unitarian Church, serving the so- 
ciety a- a member of the Stand- 
ing Committee and sis superinten- 
dent i f the Sunday School. He 
was also a member of William 
Parkman Lodge, A. F * A. M. 

Mr. Sandberg's wife died Sep'.

Cerro Negro (Black Hills), 
erupting after several quiescent 
years, rises to 3,200 feet above sea 
level a dozen miles northeast of 
the city of Leon in the chain of 23 
or more volcanoes along the west 
coast of Nicaragua. 

The cone that has buried a big 
coffee-growing area under black 
.-and. heaping four inches upon 
Leon itself, is part of a group 
known as Las Pilas. The name is 
taken from a somewhat higher 
crater three miles to Cerro Negro's 
east. Cerro Montoso and Asosos- 
co are other crests of the La- Pi- 
las cluster, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Prime Volcanic Area 

Eruptions in 1850, I8tt7, 1914, 
and 1923 considerably changed the 
shape of Cerro Negro and the con- 
tour.- of the countryside. They 
temporarily paralyzed the agricul- 
ture which thrives on the fertility 
of volcanic ash, just as the current 
eruption ha- done. In addition to 
coffee, cotton, beans, castor anil 
sesame seed, and teosinte are 
grown. The latter is a tall grass 
that may be the ancestor of maize, 
or Indian corn. 

Leon, philosophical about the re- 
current fury of near-by Telica. 
Las Pjlas, and Momotombo of the 
volcanic chain, is Nicaragua's sec- 
ond city, counting 50,000 residents. 
A farming center and junction for 
Corinto, the Republic's chief west- 
coast port, Leon preserves the at- 
mosphere of early colonial days. It 
is built around the pre-conquest 
Indian village of Subtiaba. 

The prevalent winds blow from 
Cerro Negro toward Leon and the 
Pacific. During the black dustfalls, 
women do their shopping under 
umbrellas. Small industries shut 
down because of the penetrating 
ash, and railroad gangs "hovel and 
sweep to keep the lines open. The 
deposit by late July exceeded two 
feet along a branch line three 
miles from the crater, according 
to a dispatch received by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society from 
the region. 

The Nicaraguan volcanoes are 
part of the South American chain 
that, extends from Mexico's south- 
ern border to Panama. Like the 
.lava-Sumatra chain and the Aleu- 
tians, the two other principal vol- 
canic chains of the world, it is 
most active in its central portion. 
Canal Plan Deterred 

At the northwest end of the Nic- 
araguan chain is squat, topless 
Cosegtiina, with a lake in its crater. 
The violence with which its top 
exploded on Jan. 20. 1835, is rank- 
ed among the modern blasts a sec- 
ond only to the explosion of Kra- 
katau, off western Java, in 1X8:5. 
Coseguina heaped several inches of 
ash on Leon, 100 miles away, and 
its noise was heard as far as Ja- 
maica, 800, and Bogota, 1.100 miles 
distant. 

Fort) miles southeast of Cerro 
Negro, Managua. Nicaragua's cap- 
ital, i s one of the world's most 
modern cities becuse it was rebuilt 
after almost complete destruction 
by earthquake in March. 1931. 

A route for an Atlantic-to-Pa- 
cific canal that would shorten the 
ship run between New York and 
San Francisco by many hundred 
miles follow-; the San Juan River 
and crosses Lake Nicaragua in 
southern Nicaragua. The volcano 
and earthquake activity of the re- 
gion prompted the decision in fav- 
or of Panama, however, when 
plans for a canal first were made.

Oil is the lifeblood of wild, trop- 
ical East Borneo, newest self-gov- 
erning unit in the projected United 
States of Indoneseia, say- tiie Na- 
tional Georgraphic Society. 

Timber and forest products, how - 
ever, promise commerce to com- 
pete with oil if roads can be built 
through marshlands and jungles. 
Prime timber covers close to four- 
lift lis of the island of Borneo, third 
largest in the world. It includes 

iron wood, sandalwood, teak, ebony, 
and other prized buil ling ami cab 
met woods, and large stands of 
pine suitable for plywo, d. The for- 
ests also yield rattan, ivsin. tan- 
nin, nuts, and floral oils. 

But coastal marshlands reaching 
inland up to 100 miles and tangle- 
fool undergiowth on the forested 
interior erase ordinary roads a 
few months after building. Only in 
the region of the principal towns — 
Balikpapan. Samarinda, and Band- 
jermasin -are there durable, hard- 
surface highways. Ebewhere. the 
rivers are the thoroughfares. 
Tattooing Fashionable 

Dyaks, aborigines who practiced 
head hunting until well after the 
turn of -he present century, roam 
the swamps and highlands of East 
Borneo. Blowpipes with poison 
<iar's. jows and arrows, and short 
sword- compose their arsenals. 
Wihi purs and fowl, monkeys and 
deer are their meat. Among larger 
animals are the rhinoceros and 
giant wild cattle. 

Rare are the inland villages that 
i an count l.tKHi dwellers Tattooing 
is so 'ushionable that many na- 
tives appear to be fully clothed in 
their tattoo designs. The sea 
yield.- i living for the more numer- 
ous coa.-t population, which in- 
cludes many Bugmese from Cele- 
lsla.id :<> the east and Java- 
nese from crowded Iwa to the 
south. 

Because of the inland highway 
afforded by the navigable Barito 
River, Bandjermasin, 15 miles up- 
stream from the river's mouth on 
BortteoN southeast coast, grew up 
as a pott for forest and mineral 
products. Prewar capital of Neth- 
erlands Borneo, it became u city 
of 65,000, largely built on piles or 
on rafts. 

High Crade Petroleum 

Oil uione built Balikpapan. a 
well-planned, one-industry com- 
munity of 30.000 people midway 
en Borneo'-- Strait of Makassar 
coast. Pipelines cary oil from sev- 
eral fields around Saniarmda, 60 
miles to the north.

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Dr. Forbes H. Norris. superin- 
tendent of schools, has presented 
attendance figures which show that 
the total membership of Winches- 
ter Public Schools is now 'J45.'!. 
This is a gain of :>7 over the com- 
parable 1946 figures. 

The High School has virtually 
the same membership as in Sep- 
tember. 1946, but the Junior High 
School has .'Hi more pupils than 
last year. In the other schools, 
Lincoln has IS fewer pupils this 
year; Washington has four more; 
Mystic has 15 more; Wynian ba- 
the same number as last year, 4*67; 
and N'oonan has three more. 

Although the total rise in school 
membership i- not large, it has 
been necessary to add otic third- 
grade class at Lincoln; one first- 
grade class at Washington; and 
one third-grade class at N'oonan. 
At Mystic and Wyman tin, number 
of pupils in each class runs hiirh- 
er than in the other schools, and 
slight increases in enrollment will 
mean additional classes in those 
schools. 

Present indications are that a 
part-time teacher of Industrial 
Arts will have to be added to the 
high school staff, because of the 
number of boys seeking instruc- 
tion in mechanical drawing and 
printing. Several hoys have not 
been able to enroll in those two 
subjects because Mr. Branley's 
classes ate filled.

COUON VR1 THROMBOSIS 



(One of a series of informational 
articles for the layman, spon 
sored b> the staff of the 
Winchester Hospital) 



The condition commonly termed 
coronary thrombosis. or an acute 
heart attack. Is one regarding 
which an increasing amount has 
been learned in recent years, It 
was not until 1!U2 that Pi. .lames 
B. Merrick gave a complete clinical 
description of this disease. 
What is Coronary Thrombosis? 

The small arteries which circle 
through the hear', muscle supply- 
ing blood and nutrition are known 
as the coronary arteries. A throm- 
bosis is a clot which occurs within 
a blood vessel. When a coronary 
thrombosis occur;., one of the cor- 
onary arteries become.- plugged off 
by a clot, and blood supply is cut 
off from an area of the heart 

muscle, producing severe damage. 
If this should prove to be a very 
large area, or at a vital point, the 
heart may be so severly handicap- 
ped, that a fatality becomes inevit- 
able. Fortunately however, in the 
great majority of cases this is not 
so. and with proper care and rest, 
new blood vessels prow into the 
area and it becomes strongly 
healed. 

What is the Cause of Coronary 
Thrombosis? 

Fundamentally the cause is un- 
known. In general the condition 
appears to be the result of arterio- 
sclerotic changes in the coronary 
arteries. These changes occur in 
almost all people as they prow old- 
er, and tl us the condition is more 
common in the older age groups, 
but similar changes may occur in 
people in their twenties or thirties. 
Wily these blood-vessel changes 

occur is one of the fundamental 
problems of medical research to- 
day. It is known that obesity, 
hiph blood pressure, and diabetes 
may be predisposing factors. Con- 
stant tension, over-strain and over- 
work may be important contribu- 
tory factors. Nicotine has been ac- 
cused but never proved to be a 
causative agent. 

What Are the Symptoms of 
Coronary Thrombosis? 
It may be explained that coron- 
ary thrombosis is a very close 
cousin of angina pectoris.. Angina 
pectoris or spasmodic chest pain 
occurring chiefly on exertion, is a 
symptom of abnormal changes oc- 
curring in the coronary arteries. 
Angina pectoris produces pain or 
discomfort which is usually brief 
in duration. Certain persons with 
anginal pains may have these for 
years without more serious ditfi- 



uilty if they take care for them- 
selves, whereas others may go on 
to develop coronary thrombosis. 
Angina does not necessarily pre- 
cede an acute coronary attack. Any 
severe chest or upper abdominal 
ially if it travels up to 
-boulders or arms, and 
alf-hour or more, must 
felons of coronary dis- 
alls for prompt medical 
invest ipat ion. 

How is the Diagnosis Made? 
T he physician can often deter 
mill! upon history and examina- 
tion that coronary thrombosis lias 
very likely occurred, but atypical 
symplons and findings may make 
the differential diagosis quite com- 
plicated. Coronary thrombosis may 
oc. ur without pain, making itself 

known only through other symp- 
toms. Therefor* . in establishing 
the diagnosis, various laboratory 
aids may be necessary, with obser- 
vation ove r a number of days. The 
elet i ocardiopram. one of the more 
recent and most important aids to 
cardiac diagnosis, often gives the 
greatest of assistance, and today j 
one hesitates to make the diag- 
nosis without this help. Certain 
blood examinations, and at times , 
X-rays, m.iv be necessary. 

What is the Treatment? 
At the onset, hypodermics may 
be required for relief. In certain 
cases special cardiac medications 
may be needed. Oxygen may prove 
invaluable. Above all. complete j 
rest, and careful nursing care for i 
some days or several weeks is of 

greatest value. Studies are now 
being made with certain anticoag- 
ulant drugs to prevent further 
clotting in the heart or elsewhere; 
while the results of these studies 
appear promising, it is still too 
early to say much regarding their 

genera] use. 

What Is the Future for These 
Patients? 

During the early days of the 
diseases the patients are often 
quite sick, but as the damaped 
area heals their condition im- 
proves. Not so long apo. it was 
believed that all who had had cor- 
onary thrombosis should either sit 
for the rest of their lives on the 
sands of Florida or beside their 
own fireplaces, Experience has 
now proved this to be by no means 
true. Today, after proper con- 
valescence, we see many of these 
patients return to their work, in 
cases event to manual labor. We 
know that with reasonable super- 
vision many of the more fortunate 
ones can resume very happy and 
full lives. Others, because of more 
severe heart damage, must live 
under varying degrees of restric- 
tion. In certain cases the condi- 
tion may recui :n spite of all care, 
but there are a goodly number who 
have weathered several attacks to 
continue useful lives. Unfortu- 
nately some patients have led lives 
of unnecessary invalidism purely 
because of fear instilled by well- 
meaning friends and relatives or 
eve:; by over-zealous physicians. 
The growing trend of thought to- 
ward this condition is optimistic. 

W hat Is Winchester Hospital's 
Relation to This Problem? 
Coronary disease is the most 
common heart ailment treated in 
the Hospital. Because of special 
need for diagnostic aids and be- 
cause of special facilities often re- 
quire-.! as emergencies in treatment 
during the critical early stape. the 
acrte coronary patient is far bet- 
ter off in the hospital than at 
home, The newer anticoagulant 
treatments car. be given only under 



hospital conditions. At the Win- 
chester Hospital electroeardiopra- 
pbaic anil other diagnostic facili- 
ties are fully available, together 
with oxygen tents and other thera- 
peutic facilities, which have fre- 
quently turned the tide in favor of 
those patients who may be criti- 
cally ill. '

At the end of hostilities m 
World War II. all veterans weie 
discharged directly to civilian life 
with no provision made for the 
regular training of a citizen-soldier 
reserve component such as Ma-c, 
ehusetts has had for over 1,0 
years. 

It was not until last ve.it- that 
the tradition - cloaked National 
Guard of Massachusetts was re- 
activated, In littl" over a year 
since the activation order in 19 1(1, 
the Guard has reached approxi- 
mately one - half its pre-war 
strength. Accomplishing its pres. 
ent quota will put the -* ength of 
the National Guard back to vhal 
it was on Sept. 1(1. 1940, when it 
was mustered into Federal - >rvtee. 
Stit-njrth then in Massachusetts 
was about 12,000 ;nen. 

President Truman, in wiling 
upon the Governors of the various 
states to re-form thei>- National 
Guard units, set a gigantic nation- 
al quota of 682,000 officers and mi r. 
as a jroal. That i< more thar thiee 
times the strength ever before al- 
lotted to the Guard. The President 
also mad.- provision for the- state 
Property and Disbursing office- to 
draw uniforms and equipment 
from Regular Army supply so tret 
so that the new citizen army would 
look as trim and be a- familHr 
with the new weapons as the regu- 
lars. 

Provision was made for Guard 
members to draw a full day's pay 
at Regular Army rate- for one 
two-hour training period per week, 
ami for each of the 1J5 days of 
field training held in the summer, 

Also, veterans of the last war 
may enlist in tin- grade held on 
discharge if a vacancy ex:s's in 
their specialty,
